The P rin ciple o f R igh t. 
Jin authentic anec­ 
dote o f the French p riso n , called 
Le F ort du 
f lu .— O n the debtor’s side of this ancient pris­ 
o n , an eccentric E n g lishm an , like Sican at St. 
Pelagip, w as confined sev en teen years for a 
debt which originally am ounted to only 0,000 
francs, (240/.) but w h ich , during the course of 
his incarceration, was increased to the sum o f 
60,000 francs (2,400/.). 
It m ust be ow n ed , 
h ow ever, that his lon g durance vile arose e n ­ 
tirely from Jiis ow n obstinacy. 
Jn 1815 he 
w as arrested, and refused to pay, at the sam e 
tim e proving that it w as from w hat he termed 
a “ principle o f right,” and not from a lack o f 
cash. 
In 1882, he em erged from the “ prison 
h o u se ,” but not until he had paid the 60,000 
francs ; thus, according to Cocker, his “ prin­ 
cip le o f righ t” cost him just 2000/. sterling, 
an d a confinem ent o f about a fourth part of a 
m a n ’s natural ex isten ce, 
it was ascertained 
that the 
ca p tiv e’s in com e was upwards o f 
2,000/. per an num , w h ich he regularly re­ 
c e iv e d , and ex p en d ed as far as his capabilities 
and possibilities admitted of. 
E v e ry

m onths one o f the inspectors o f the prion« 
w e n t to receive the prisoner’s quarterly Pay* 
rnent.

Seigneur A n g la is lived 
in 
the 
greatest lu x u ry, his rooms w ere richly fur­ 
nish ed , and he devoted m uch of his time to 
th e cultivation o f the arts. 
A m o n g st his 
o th e r w him sies, he was in the habit of w a tch ­ 
in g the travelling trou badou rs, from his grat­ 
ed w indow , and they, noth in g 
loth, cam e 
w h en he did call for them . 
L ik e R en e, the 
ryte merry and tuneful m onarch o f P rovence, 
lie bestowed his largesses bountifully on these 
m elodious m instrels. 
Upon a pane o f glass, 
form ing part o f his antique w in d o w , he cu t 
w ith a diamond, the fo llow in g lin es, w h ich 
are still sh ew n to the “ inquisitive travellers” 
Irotn over the water :— 
TO L O R D WELLINGTON. 
“ Oh ! be it th in e at last to close 
T h is scen e o f w a r, am i Europe’s w oes, 
And lnlsh the world to rest I 
Bid peace advance w ith placid m ein , 
Proclaim her sports on every green , 
And let eaclt land be b lest!” 
It is but just to observe that he was a man 
of strict honor, gen erou s, charitable and a c ­ 
com plished ; but, o w in g to the advice o f his 
la w y er, he preferred en d u rin g fifteen y e a r s’ 
liv in g m artyrdom, rather than subm it to what 
lie was led to consider an im position on the 
“ principle o f right !” 


O ld W om en.— There is n othing in nature b o 
charm in g (w ith the exception of a y o u n g one) 
as an old w om an. 
S o m e able painter o f m o d ­ 
ern manners, W alp o le, if we rem em ber, at­ 
tributes the falling oir o f our conversational 
en erg ies in the present day, to the deficiency 
o f lliese obsolete charm ers. 
“ T h er e are no 
longer any old w om en 1" 
P lenty o f smart 
d ow agers, in raven w igs and a m ask o f rouge, 
plenty of grizzly H eb es in gossam er and m a r­ 
abouts,— but “ no old w o m en .” 
It is a cu ri­ 
ou s circum stance that most a ncient heroes and 
m ost modern philosophers and poets, have 
been remarkable for a predilection for the so­ 
ciety o f old w om en ; the ancient heroes, a c­ 
cording to the custom o f their tim es, dedicat­ 
ed their veneration to their nurses ; the m od ­ 
ern philosophers to som e aged m other, sister 
or 
friend, in 
whose wrinkled co u n tenan ce 
th ey beheld the reflection o f etern ity. 
Pope 
gloried in rocking the cradle of d eclin in g age 
for a parent w h o appears to have struck the 
Horeh-like rock of his selfish soul, till streams 
of tenderness gushed forth. 
M oliere’s old 
w om an has afforded a proverb to posterity ; 
Covvper’s M rs U n w in , an object o f reverence. 
Joh n son ,— h im self infirm and 
p o o r - h a d 
a 
m ore infirm and poorer com panion in his old 
Mrs W illiam s. 
Northcote, had his sis te r ;— 
W alpole his M adain ed u Deffund ;— even C a l­ 
vin , the rigid, was as mild as M ay to his old 
mother. 


A n im al M a g n etism .— T h is absurd doctrine 
has lately gained ground in G erm any under 
very peculiar circum stances. 
A female p eas­ 
ant (a w id ow ) at Tharandt, afler practising it 
for some tim e upon people of her ow n station 
in life, was applied to, by Prince John o f S a x ­ 
o n y , to use her pretended art upon his infirm 
child. 
A fler about six visits, th e Prince fan­ 
cied that the w idow had w rou gh t a cure, and 
he lias since trumpeted her fam e throughout 
G erm a n y. 
Prince H o h en loh e, as if jealous o f 
the su ccess o f the peasant, has been trying his 
hand at spm e new cures. 
It w ill be remem­ 
bered that the present K ing of Bavaria attri­ 
buted to th e prayers o f H o h en loh e his reco v­ 
ery from deafness. 
H e lias sin ce had a n er­ 
vous affection o f tiie e y e s , w h ich H ohenlohe 
has prayed aw ay ; but the m ost extraordinary 
account is the follow ing, from the Journal des 
F lan d res:— “ A m iraculous cure has just been 
performed in this c ity , through the in terces­ 
sion of Prince H ohenlohe. 
A y o u n g lady, o f 
the Rue des C ham ps, w h o had been for tw o 


years dumb and paralytic, was suddenly cured, 
on Saturday last, whilst the Prince was p er­ 
form ing mass, in her favor, at his o w n pal­ 
a ce.”— Most o f the French papers in g iv in g 
this paragraph doubt its truth ; hut the circu m ­ 
stance is within the range o f possibility, the 
force of im agination being frequently m uch 
stronger than that o f art. 


.M u sic.— It is an undisputed historical fact, 
that religion, w h ich has exercised so powerful 
an em pire upon the political condition o f so 
many slates in Europe, has been no less in­ 
strum ental in d ev elop in g their m usical gen iu s. 
In G erm an y and 
Italy, for exam ple, m usic 
may be said to o w e ev ery th in g to the church : 
it taught their children its notes at the sam e 
time that their P ater JYostcrs rendered it pop­ 
ular, and in conjunction with clim ate,a n d the 
gen iu s o f the tw o people, it powerfully con tri­ 
buted to determ ine its character in both c o u n ­ 
tries. 
T h u s, in G erm an y, w e find m usic aus­ 
tere, sim ple, and sublim e— devoid of all m ere­ 
tricious ornam ent, as becom es the depository 
o f the traditions o f the 
prim itive c h u r c h ; 
wfiile in Italy, it is pompous and gorgeous as 
Catholicism itself. 
But although it m ay be 
said to have received its original 
im pulse 
from the church its subsequent progress must 
he solely attributed to the organization o f in ­ 
stitutions capable o f d evelop in g and cu ltiv a ­ 
ting m usical g en iu s.
